PURPOSE: To miniaturize a disk array device and a computer device by mounting the 
disk array control means and plural disk devices on a substrate connected to the mother board of 
a computer, 

CONSTITUTION: A mother board connection connector 104, an extension board 101, 
the disk array control circuit 102, a bus control circuit 103, the disk devices 105a- 105b, disk 
device connectors 106a- 106b and LED 107a-107d are provided. The extension board 101 is 
connected to the mother board of the computer by the mother board connection connector 104. 
The disk device connectors 106a-106d are ones for connecting the disk devices 105a-105d to the 
extension board 101. The disk device connectors 106a-106d are mounted so that they can 
attach/detach the disk devices 105-105d in parallel to the attaching/detaching directions of the 
extension board 101. There are LEDs 107 as many as the number of the disk devices 105 and 
they display the disk device in failure. 
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
